Highlight NSCID $ 8 - community responsibility for biographic coverage 
on foreign scientific and technical personalities. 

Mention pre -1953 mission, possibly as follows: 

Formerly, the Biographic Register processed information and compiled 
reports on political, diplomatic and cultural personalities, as well as 
those in scientific and technical fields. However, as the result of an 
OIC staff study which revealed a high degree of duplication in materials 
processed by BR and State/BI, it was considered expedient to utilize the 
facilities of the latter Division to meet CIA needs for Information on 
the first three categories. A contract was signed, whereby State/BI 
agreed to provide complete biographic service to CIA in those areas in 
return for budgetary support of 27 positions in State/BI, or approximately 

I [annually . I mplementation of this agreement began in January 1953 

and, as of the present time, State/BI has fully assumed responsibility 
for the required biographic service.
